it was, sympathetic to the farmers of 
the west. “I believe Mr, Crerar has 
done his best to obtain ‘better prices 
for the western farmers.” If the 
U.G.G. handled a large share of the 
wheat crop of the west why had not 
Mr. Crerar tried the scheme of hold- 
ing back wheat in order to raise the 
price, as was now advocated the 
wheat board could do, Why had not 
other large grain concerns followed 
this plan. There was more money on 
# rising market than on one declining 
The facts were that wheat was com- 
ing on the market practically all the 
year round from other great produc- 
ing countries, “It will need more than 
the statements of Mr. Brownlee and 
Mr. Wood to convince me that the 
board can manipulate the prices by 
holding back grain. I am_ inclined 
to think the attorney-general himself 
is not very enthusiastic over the legis- 
lation and some of the other members 
have Jingering doufts, that are not 
expressed outside of the caucus per- 
haps." 

Mr. Boyle charged that as ‘father’ 
of the U.F.A. government President 
H. W. Wood had incited agitation for 
the formation of a wheat board 
secretly believing that he would be 
“stopped” by some of the od party 
politicians and he would thereby be- 
come a political martyr However. 
Ottawa and Saskatchewan refused to 
stop Mr, Wood and it was now up to 
Alberta to face the issue.’’ 

Successful Propagnndist 


“Mr. Wood is the most successful 
propagandist that I know of but J 
think he slipped a cog this time.” Mr 


Boyle went on ‘Tf he had been 
stopped in trying to get a wheat! 
board he would have been the most 


popular man in thie province.” 

“He is now,” called out Hon. Per 
ren Baker, amidet applause from the 
rovernment benches. 

“Well the government may applaud 
differently after this exrcriment has 
been tried for a year or so” retorted 
Mr. Boyle. The Dominion legislation 
had been passed but it provided only 
for the creation of a voluntary wheat 
board. the provinces were adding the 
compulsory feature, The responsibil 
ity on the government was tremend 
ous. Where they were ‘squeamish’ at 
times about assuming responsib'lity 
they plunged in at others “All I 
have to say that they have taken on 
a large order, No one would be more 
pleased than T to see the price of 
wheat raised, but the government has 
my sympathy in their attempt i 

Premier Greenfield spoke briefly tn 
advocating the formation of a wheat 
board. He said: 

Mr. Greenfield 

“As stated in the speech from the 
throne, the purpose of the government 
fn calling this special session of the 
Legislature is to consider the desira- 
bility of passing concurrent legislation 
with other provinces, so that we may 
make effective, in so far as provincial 
legislation can do so, the Canada 
Wheat Board Act of 1922, passed by 
the Dominion Parliament. 

“Tt fe not neceasary to enlarge upon 
general economic’ conditions in this 
province at the present time, but it 
may be as well to point out that the 
general deflation following the war 
dealt the agricultural industry in this 
province a very hard blow, and this 
rapid deflation unfortunately accom- 
panied, as it was, by crop seasons that 
were not as satisfactory as they might 
have been, reduced the agricultural in- 


dustry to a condition where it is of the | 


most vital importance to the welfare 
of the whole province that everything 
that can be done should be done to 
improve conditions under which the 
products of the farm are marketed, 
Losses on Production 

“T think it is a fair statement 
make, an accurate statement, that prac- 
tically all agricultural products, out- 
side of cream, have been selling for 
the past two years below the cost of 
production. Members who are practi- 
cal farmers will concur in this state- 
ment. If the wheet board of 1919 was 
justified then the conditions today 
surely justify in every way the re- 
establishment of a wheat board, We 
must discuss this question without go- 
ing four times round the block, The 
farmer is at the end of his rope and 
muat have some help.
